TUB TRANSIT COMPANIES ^VAl-KKR AND JOli WHITE
JCKEZ AND YK1SAR1U.

The convention of lllibii«tor chiefs at Washingto i

a remarkable gathering in Itself, but s ill more remark*
ble from tho variety of other elements with which it bo
came mixed up. Tlie various compameR and commodores
t'.iat laid claim to the transit route operated, some for and
some against the filibusters. Jo White was there and be¬
came identified with them for these reasons: Sonor Max¬
imo Jer b, who had been co J'resident of Nicaragua with
Martinez, had been got rid of by his colleague and
Be lit to Washington as Special Minister Plenipoten¬
tiary.one half of tho double beaded mission represented
by lnmself and Senor Yrisarri. Woll, Jerez, for the

purpose probably of thwartiug Yrisarri '8 plans,
entered into a new contract with Van Pyko and
others of Philadelphia, giving them the monopoly
of the transit route i.ud a!) the boats, bridges
and works constructed and in existence on the Isthmus.
This cut out altogether tho Joo White and StebnmR com¬

pany, who hail the contract from Yrisarri winch Jerer,
alleged had lapsed through the non performance of the
conditions. Yrisarri was interested in and supported the
pretentions of the White and 8t< hluns party, while
Jerev. supported those of tho Van Dyko concern.

Jerez represented that he had (till powers to make
the grant, and that it did not neod further ratifica¬
tion; audtoga.n tor it tho support and sanction of tb>.
American government, he sent his secretary, Perez, to
Nicaragua, by the steamer which left hero on tho 6th of
November, with ilespatches to Ma imer, urging him to call
the Nicaragua Assembly together and have this contract

approved and the Cass-Yrisarri treaty ratiiled before the
adjournment of tho next sees.on of Congress, as by that
means alone couid the safety and integrity and iatorc.ta
of Nicaragua be guaranteed.

Notwithstanding thin new Van Dyke grant, the White-
Stcbbins company prepared to open the line under their
gr.'uit, and advertised the steamer Washington to sail
from New Y rk for San Juan del Norte on tho 6th of
Novtuibcr, and she tailed on that day with four hun¬
dred passengers, and is advertised to <-ail again on the 8th
proximo.

At this stage of the complicated game Jerez made a

most brilliant move. He issued a manifesto as Envoy Ex¬

traordinary from Nicaragua, declaring that the Isthmus
route was not yet in a condition for the convey .nee of
passengers mid freight, mid of course throwing the adver¬
sary into the dirc3t confusion. Here is his proclamation .
